With two persons known to 
have drowned, another missing, 
and three others dead as indi­ 
rect results of the flood and the 
series of storms that preceded 
it, unofficial estimates of prop­ 
erty damage ranged upward to­ 
day from $3,000,000. 
More than 1,000 persons who 
resided in the path of the flood 
now are homeless and other 
hundreds are under orders to 
flee for safety to higher ground. 
All last night the raging wa­ 
ters of the Muskingum river 
swirled against levees protecting 
Zanesville, constantly threaten­ 
ing to break through. National 


New York, Aug. 8 ( I P)

night to support a general strike 
on all works progress adminis­ 
tration projects throughout the 
five boroughs. 
The strike, set for tomorrew 
morning, was agreed on as a 
protest against the federal gov­ 
ernment’s “security wage” scale 
of $93.50 a month.

Real estate taxes amounting 
to an estimated $60,000,000 have 
stood unpaid since 1931, accum­ 
ulating 
interest 
and 
penalty 
charges. In most cases the coun­ 
ties have been “holding the bag” 
because private bidders have de­ 
clined to invest in tax certifi­ 
cates. 
The legislative measure, signed 
into a law by Governor Philip 
F. LaFollette, is an act permit­ 
ting counties to waive interest 
charges and penalties provided 
the taxpayer makes a settlement 
of the principal by October 1, 
1936. 
In many, cases, offcials of the 
tax 
commission 
said, interest 
charges have piled up to about 
one third of the principal and 
have acted to deter settlements.

on

owe are not available.

Ev ery time we tamper with the constitu tion we 
wea ken it. 
Under the ex isting constitu tion, a 
delicate balance of power is maintained between 
the central g ov ernment and the 48 state g ov ern­ 
ments. The federal g ov ernment is enabled to do 
th at which indiv idu al states cou ld not efficiently 
do — while the states are left free to make laws, 
ruling s, reg u lations and policies that are in ac­ 
cord with the beliefs and needs of their people. 
If we broaden the powers of the federal g ov ­ 
ernment we shall simply be g iv ing bu reau cracy a 
g reater free and u nchecked field for action — at 
the ex pense of the states, o f indu stry , o f wo rk­ 
ers, o f ev ery citizen. 


SAFETY IN THE HOME 
Improv ements in desig n and constru ction are 
steadily making the American home a safer place 
to liv e. Su ch thing s as fire stops, protected wir­ 
ing , fire resistiv e roofs, and well bu ilt flu es and 
fire places are g iv ing to the home some of the 
protectiv e featu res which hav e for y ears been 
insisted u pon for bu siness and indu strial bu ild­ 
ing s. 
Ev ery manu factu rer and ev ery home bu ilding 
org anization 
is 
u rg ing 
particu lar 
attention 
toward safety in the home, especially ag ainst 
fire. 
Those who are particu larly v ersed on the su b­ 
ject, maintain that 95 per cent of residence fires 
start in the interior, freq u ently as the resu lt of 
defectiv e constru ction. 
Little arg u ment is needed to show the v alu e of 
g ood constru ction, and lending institu tions who 
finance the bu ilding of homes, are far more lib­ 
eral In the ex tent of their help when the con­ 
stru ction is of approv ed standards that will 
make the home safe from natu ral hazards. 
Su ch g ood constru ction benefits ev ery one con­ 
cerned — the owner becau se of the increased 
safety to the family and the g reater stability of 
the hou se; the financing company and the in­ 
su rance company , becau se of the lessened risks; 
and the commu nity , becau se su ch a hou se wou ld 
be comparativ ely slig ht hazard to neig hboring 
stru ctu res.
